Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 7.— Canada will 
raise immediately and send to the 
front a second expeditionary force of 
20,000 men, wit ii a first reinforcement 
of IO per cent, making 22.Otto in all. 
This decision ups readied at a cabi­ 
net council. 
The second contingent 
will bring th** total of Canada's force 
at the .front up to more than 50,000 
men.

Borden, the Canadian 
premier, made public the action taken 
by the council.

Sinel. a well known biologist, for the 
Isle of Jersey Society For the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, whose mem­ 
bers associated tbe prevalent method 
of killing lobsters with medieval tor­ 
ture. 
Lobsters, says Mr. Sinel, are ex 
tremely difficult to kill. 
Piercing the 
brain does not seem to cause the lob 
ster more than temporary annoyance, 
since his brain is a mere nerve gnu 
glion the size of a hemp seed. 
He has 
to be killed all over. 
To throw' him 
Into boiling w ater falls to do tbe work 
either mercifully or quickly since he 
struggles violently to escape for about 
tw’o minutes. 
Tbe pleasantest way to end a lob­ 
ster’s troubles. Mr. Sinel finds, is the 
old fashioned way of placing him in 
cold water and bringing him to ji boil. 
As the water warm s he becomes lazy 
and rolls over as for a sleep. 
By the 
time the water reaches the compara­ 
tively mild tem perature of 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit he becomes comatose. 
At 
SO degrees he is dead. 
To use a hu­ 
man Illustration, the biologist says it 
is like a person succumbing to a beat 
wave, with loss of consciousness and 
a painless end.—London Cor. New York 
Post.
